Assessments collected under Section 99-19-73(1) for the Mississippi Leadership Council on Aging Fund, and any
contributions, grants or donations from any other source, shall be deposited in a special fund created in the State
Treasury and so designated. Monies deposited in this fund shall be expended by the Mississippi Leadership Council on
Aging as authorized and appropriated by the Legislature to defray the cost of coordinationg crime prevention for the
elderly and carrying out such other duties and responsibitities as provided in this chapter. The fund shall be a
non-lapsing, revolving special trust fund, and interest earned on the principal shall be credited to the fund. Expenditures
from the fund shall be made upon requisition by the Mississippi Leadership Council on Aging.

TREASURY FUND/BANK

The Mississippi  Leadership Council on Aging is a special fund agency established  within the Office of the Governor
under Section 43, Chapter 53 of the MS Code of 1972 annotated. It was established July 1, 1996. The Council is
funded from a $1.00 assessment fee on all trafic violations, except parking and DUI violations.
